( lark’s appearance then at Kaskas- 
kia was a matter of rejoicing. .Tlie 
governor was a native Frenchman 
with a commission from England, 
and he held out In a manner against 
Clark/ to the extent of refusing to 
dine with him, and Clark sent him 
out as prisoner but let’ him escape lo 
Detroit. Clark then sold the govern¬ 
or’s slaves hy which he realized RTF 
hundred pounds in money, which he 
put In the war chest. 

The courts proceded to l»e held 
after that under the auspices of the 
Cnited States and have continued to 
do so from tjiat time to this. That 
same year the assembly at Richmond 
took action in the matter and passed 
an act forming the county of lllinoLs. 
Tills county was taken from the 
county of Botetourt. Its western 
boundary was Indefinite hut it took 
Vincennes and Kaskaskia. Its south 
ern boundary was the Ohio river and 
Its northern Uiundary a straight line 
from Parkersburg, West Virginia, t«* 
I La Crosse, Wisconsin. It iiit'luded 
the Southern part of Ohio, all «»f In¬ 
diana, all of Illinois, and a small por- 
I lion of Wisconsin. Leaving the 
greater part of Wisconsin, Michigan, 
and thtf* northern and greater part ot 
Ohio, to Augusta county, whose peo- 
I pie at thAi time were shewing sign** 
of objecting to further inroads on 
Augusta territory.

Charles Ki»»g*ie> gave up Ids chair 
of M«*i*rn History pX Oxford because 
i.e said lie considered history largely 
a lie. It work-sboth ways, 
wing of scandal may blacken the ree-1 
ord ofitle ImsI of men. and by the 
same token, the adroit writers nifty 
pi*** the unworthy high in the list of 
l*rr»***v Col. ItevJd Williamson the 1 
corw|ueror of tlie Northwest was uni¬ 
versally admired, and esteemed dur¬ 
ing Ilia lifetime, and suffered demo- 
tion after Ills death hy the writings 
of two missionaries for what theyj 
teriio-d tl»e massacre of the Moravian 
Indians. Clark, who served under 
four flags, and who was detested by 
hi* eontemporarh**. and who gave 
the new nation* more trouble than 
Aaron Burr or Benedict Arnold, is 
the subject of song and story. 

Clark was born in Albemarle coun¬ 
ty, \ irglnia, in the year FT.12. He 
v% js belter educated I hall I he common 
run of mankind, and naturally learn-1 
t*d how to *urve> land, which was 
the height of scientific attaimfieiit in 
IImi Virginia counties, • where land- 
was taken up in Irregular plats, so 
that a land map resembled i jig saw 
poizle arul it was about as hard to 
reconcile. 

At the age of twenty-two, he went 
to tlie Ohio river. In the vidniry of 
Wheeling. lie took up some land 
of his own. and surveyed some for 
«*t»erv I say twenty-two years, tail 
I *J*»uld have said that he was well 
rstahlbdied »n the * Milo river in 1774. 
uimI flat would indicate that he had 
been there’some time. He lH*l(»nged 
to Uie Pittsburgh settlement, lit* 
was traveling out «»f Wheeling when 
tl»e war cloud* of 1774 Ingan to gath¬ 
er which culminaletl in the tight at 
the mouth of Yellow Creek in the 
Northern Panhandle, ( lark and l>r. 
John Connolly must have been great 
friends because he received a written 
«-»»mmission a> a captain signed by 
l)unftM>reand dated May 2nd, 1774. 
No doubt this was on a signed' form 
ami that Connolly tilled it in and pre¬ 
sented it to Clark. The date of the 
Yellow Creek battle was April 30, 
1774. two* days lie fore, and there is 
not much doubt hut what the issuing 
of this «sunmission was closely relat¬ 
ed to that evenl. 

Clark r.ifwl a company, lie pur- 
siie*I the tactics of Indian warfare In 
so doing. I^oiieer.s volunteered by 
dancing around a post and sticking a 
tomahawk into the post. There 
were fighters in those days. Clark 
was a capable officer and served 
Ihrouglk tl»e campaign of 177 4. known 
as 1 Kin more’s War. lit* belonged to 
tlie northern wing tlie army and 
consequently whs i*>t engaged ill the 
battle of point Peasant, but lie car- 
rted liimaeif well. Events leading 
:.■ the Declaration of Independent 
mov#s| very fast after that campaign, 
Dunmore secured peace treaties with 
the Indians *»f Uie Northwest that 
did mote to win the Revolutionary 
War than any other one thing. One 
oft Ik* immediate effect's of that war 
was to dpen Kentucky to settlement. 
Pioneers poured * in ami the common 
saying was that l»e who had not seen 
Kentucky did not know what rich 
land looked like. 

Tlie war had broken out on the 
Atlantic seatioard and the colonies 
were having a ha/if time of it. Then 
Clark had his hrigHit trlca. IJe trav¬ 
elled to Richmond to see Governor. 
Henry about putting on a campaign 
in the Northwest, that country now
